The Municipal Election. 

Tho extraordinary power with 
•which it iti assertod by our highest 
logal authority tho Corporation ol 
Yictoria its endowed, renders it nccos- 
eary that tbo doctors, on Friday, 
should cliooao nono but tho right wort 
of men as Mayor and Councillors. Our 
prosent worthy Chief Magistrate hav- 
ing declined to come forward for re- 
election, Mr Wi J. Macdonald has 
consented to stand ior tho position, 
and will, wo aro sure, receive the al- 
most unanimous support of the elec- 
tors. Tno prosent, of all times in our 
history, is one in which tho utmost 
caro should bo taken in the selection 
of civic oflicors. Tho Corporation is 
tho only Keprosontativo Government 
left us, and to solect men as Mayor 
and Councillors who would disgrace 
instoad of representing tho city, would 
bo ono of tho most calamitous circum- 
BtaueuS imaginable. If we want to 
bo respected as a city, and to urgo 
our claim for additional representa- 
tion upon tho Imperial Government, 
wo must have proper men to reprosoni 
us. Particularly is this tho caso with 
tho ofBoo of Mayor. We do not want 
a vindictivo, cantankorous, foul 
mouthed man — one who, while ho 
cringed to thoso abovo him, would use 
tho power placed in his hands to op- 
press tho weak and unfortunate. "Wo 
do not want a Mayor who would in- 
sult, and como to a deadlock with his 
Council — nor ono whoso daily conver- 
sation is mado up of ribald jokes, 
horrid profanity and disgusting oLn 
sconity. Such a character should not 
bo allowed to seat himself in tho chair 
about to bo vacated by Mr Franklin. 
No man should bo entrusted with the 
highost civic oflico whoso past record 
rondors it improbablo that ho will 
support tho dignity of tho position. 
Nono but a man of strict probity and 
morality, who will adtninistor tho by- 
laws equitably, and who will not ullow 
porsonal spleen to impel him to acts 
of meanness or oppression towards the 
most uninfluontial of his fellow* 
citizons, should bo.-oturned. Mr .Mac- 
donald possesses all tho good and nono 
of tho bad qualities mentioned above. 
Ho is a pioneer resident. He lias boon 
foromost in every good work— has 
intorcsts and ties which bind him to 
tho Colony ho has mado his home, .lie 
can afford to bo independent, and may 
be relied on at all times to discharge 
his duties faithfully and honestly. Tho 
requisition which appears elsewhere is 
numorously signed by all classes ol 
citizons, and insures Mr Macdonald an 
easy victory. Of tho prosent Colin* 
cillors, thero is not ono who wo cannot 
cordially recommend for re-election. 
All havo discharged their duties faith* 
fully,and tho highest compliment that 
can bo paid them by their constitu' 
onts is to renew tho confidence bc 
worthily bestowed a twelvemonth ago 



The Condemned Fenians. 

When tho Canadian bordors were 
overrun by a hordo of armed pirates 
styling themselves Fenians, soldiers of 
n republic that had no recognized ex- 
istence; when tho lawful authority "I 
tho Government was openly defied, 
and peaceable, unoffending subjects 
woro eithor robbed or murdored in 
dofenco of their homes, indignation 
filled every patriotic broast, and tho 
pooplo criod aloud that tho wretched 
croaturos who had so outraged tho 
laws of God and man should speedily 
oxpiato with '.heir lives the wrongs 
they had committed. Popular fooling 
bcoamo intensified by the solemn 
funeral obsequies of tho gallant young 
men of the Queen's Own, at Toronto, 
and vengeance it was demanded, 
should bo visited on tho ringleaders 
who had fallen into the hands of tho 
Colonial Government. Had every 
Fenian vagabond who 
border on his errand 
bloodBhod forleited hi 
tempt, what right-thinking person 
could havo shed one tear of regret? 
Mankind would havo concurred in the 
justico of their fate. Bui circum- 
stances altor cases ; and what is ron 
gaidod nshomicide under the influence 
of oxoitomont, may be construed as 
murder when committed in cold blood. 
Had certain prominent Fenian prison- 
ers boon condemned by a Drum Head 
Court Martial, when and where cap- 
tured, and sentenced to bo shot, tbo 
proceeding might have boon lully jus- 
tified aa necessary, under ibo extreme 
omorgonoy, to deter tbo shedding of 
innocent blood, but it was othorwlso. 
Tho chiefs of tho wrong-doors, Swoony, 
Koborts and othors, who concocted and 
carried out tho vilo Bohomo for motives 



of a eolfish and solf-aggrandizing na«. 
tnre— without tho remotest hope or 
belief that it would bo tho moans of 
liberating Ireland, escaped tho hands 
of justico, nnd although thoy should 
havo boon tho first to suffer, woro soon 
at largo in tho neighboring Htatos in- 
citing fresh dupes to onlist under their 
standard. Nearly six months have 
elapsed sinco tho raid took place, 
and wo now learn that two of tho 
prisoners, named Lynch and Mc- 
Mahon, tho former a Colonel, who 
claims to havo boon in Canada as a 
correspondent of tho Louisville 
Journal, and tho latter, a Catholic 
Priest, have been sentenced to death. 
Tho circumstanco is evoking a strong 
fooling in tho Htates, and is not un- 
likoly to lead to fresh international 
complications. 

.Mayor Hoffman, of Now York, con- 
vened tho Common Council, who 
passed resolutions requesting tho 
President to iutcrforo. Similar resolu- 
tions, it is said, woro also passed at a 
largo meeting, held in Tammany Hall, 
whilo tho Fenian and Democratic 
circles aro much excited, ami threaten 
fresh invasions should tho sontonces 
bo carried into oxecution. In reply to 
tho deputation from Tammany Hall, 
the President refers to Secretary So- 
ward's letter to Sir Frederick Bruco. 
This letter (mention of which is mado 
in our nows columns), expresses the 
viows of tho United States Govern- 
ment in courteous but unmistakoablo 
terms. The .British Minister is asked 
to cause tho executions to bo suspend- 
ed, if occasion fur delay should arise ; 
and tho letter concludes by declaring 
tho offences to hoof a political Datr.re, 
and tho desire of tho Amorican Gov- 
ernment that mercy and forgiveness 
should bo extended to tho prisonors, as 
was proposed to them in kindness of 
spirit in tho recent civil war, by 
Great Britain and all tho Govern- 
ments of Europe. Meanwhile, peti- 
tions aro coming in from Canadians 
demanding that no mercy bo shown, 
and the authorities find thomselves 
impaled betwoon tho two horns of a 
dilemma. If tho sontonco of tho lr.w 
bo carried out, tbo comity at present 
existing between tho two nations <vill 
bo disturbod, and tho Fenians, should 
they renew their dastardly outrages 
on Hor Majesty's subjects, will not bo 
again thwartod by America as thoy 
havo boon. On tbo othor hand, if the 
prisonors aro pardoned, there is the 
dread of encouragement boing given 
to renewed attacks. Of tbo two ovils, 
wo think tho latter by far tho least 
dangerous, and wo hopo to hoar that 
tbo Canadian Government has been 
" wise in time." Whether wo allow 
the caso of tho Fonian attempt to subi 
vert the Government of Great Britain, 
and tho civil war in the States to bo 
parallel cases or not, England can 
afford to be lenient, and will gain 
moro than sho can lose by extending 
a generous clemency to tho misguided 
creatures who havo rendered them- 
selves amenahlo to her laws, and now 
lie awaiting their doom in tho crimi- 
nal's cell.

The Fenians. 

Chicago, Oct. 29. — Secretary Soward has 
directed our ijormiil at Toronto to procure a 
copy ut the trial and crnviction of Lynch and 
MoMahon, and also df all farther trials and 
convictions of a similar character, and ho has 
addressed Sir F'red'fe Iirneo, British Minister at 
Washington, notifying him that our Govern- 
ment will take tho notion required by the 
highost consideration of national dignity. 
Soward said to liruco : "It would bo very 
gratifying to tho President if you should bo 
able to givo an assiirunco that tho oxecution 
of tho sentences will bo suspended if occas- 
ion lor delay should arise. Finally, I deoin 
it proper to pay that tho offences involved in 
thoso trials aro in thoir Datura eminently 
political, and it is the opinion of this Govern- 
ment that sound policy coincides with the 
best impulses ol benevolent nature in rccum- 
mending tenderness, amenity and forgiveness. 
This suggestion is made with freeJom and 
earnestness because tho enino opinions wcro 
proposed to us in our recent civil war by all 
Governments and public bodies of Europe, 
and by nono wrlh greater frankness and 
kindness than by the Government and states- 
men of Great Britain." 

Judge Wilson, in pronouncing the sentence 
of death on Col. Lynch last Thursday, said : 
"Tho evideneo brought to beur in tho conrt 
is clear and conclusive that yoa were not in 
Canada as a newspaper reporter on the 
occasion charged in the indictment, but you 
wore armed in somo kind of manner; Vet 
even if you were there as n reporter you are 
not guiltkss. Your object in that caso was 
lo encourage others to como if these men had 
been successful or if reverses had happened. 
Looking at your conduct in that light, you 
cannot bo surprised that the law should be 
enforced and that you should sudor its penal* 
ly. You complain that those who were in 
command on that occasion were not allowed 
to testify in your bobnlf. II Ihe crown had 
given any such pledge of safe conduct as haa 
been spoken of, it could not be carried out. 
You have had all the justice you could pos- 
sibly got, ns the enso now stands. You 
might besentenced toimmediate, death bat in- 
asmuch as the law is ex post, facto as to you, 1 
shall not exercise any discretion I may have 
to shorten your existence one hour more. 
Moreover you hnvo a right to bring the 
whole caso into Cour' upon an appeal, aud 
God forbid I should deprive you of that 
opportunity. Tin period of your execution 
will therefore be delayed until the end of tho 
next term. 

The prisoner. Robert IJ. Lynch, is a native 
of Galwny, aged 48 years, and was connected 
with Ibe Quarter-master department at Louis- 
ville during the war. Ho claims to have 
been in Canada as a correspondent of the 
Louisville Journal, and before sentence of 
death was pronounced ho said: "1 am inno- 
cent of tho crime charged against me, and 
i, f which I. havo been found guilty. I pledge 
myself before that God in whoso presence I 
must some day appear, that I am wholly 
innocent." 

Nkw York. Oct. 26.— The Fenian trials 
at Toronto cause great indignation in the 
Fenian and Democratic circles. Mayor 
tloflman convened Ibo Common Council, 
which body adopted resolutions requesting 
President Johnson to interfere. Tammany 
Hall had a rousing meeting and also adopted 
resolutions. The reports. Ol Headquarters 
aro universally animated, and tho Feninns 
declare that if Lynch and his lollowers are 
hanged Canada will sutler fresh invasion in 
revenge. 

A committee IromTammany Ball, includ- 
ing Gen. Murphy, Supervisor Roach, Judge 
Hogau, etc., waited on Ihe President yester- 
day and submitted tho Tammany resolutions. 
The President said !ie had already received 
a copy through .Mayor Uoffmau, und referred 
the committee to Secretary Seward's loiter, 
which he hoped would couvinoo tho Fenians 
ot the determination of tho Government to 
protect us cilizeus wherever they may be. 
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and keop the peace. Much solicitude pre- 
vails here concerning tho troubled condition 
of affairs in Baltimore. It is reported that 
troops were to-day sent to that neighbour- 
hood, to bo ready in caso ol emergency, If 
thero should be any hostile demonstrations 
m ihe part ol tho authorities, tho U. S. Gov- 
ernment will declare tho city under martial 
law for tho purpose of preserving poaco, 

San Francisco, Nov. 4 — The steamer 
Sacramento arrived this morning Irom Pana- 
ma. 

Baltimore, Nov, •! — Tho counsel for Gov. 
Swan's new commission uiude application for 
writ of habeas corpus to bring out parlies 
now hold in custody ; the writ, to bo issued 
to-morrow seems inevitable. Loth sides ex- 
pect it, aud are prepared lor it; each wants 
the other to take tho initiative ; thero is a 
strong guard ol Radical police, both regu- 
lar and ipeoial, at the Commissioner's head- 
quarters, and at every police station in the 
city, besides several thousand boys in blue, 
ready for action at a moraonl'a call.

•Jo nun oicii, under Gen. Grant or some other 
proper oliieer ol high rank and reputation, 
clothed with power to aid ihe Government i f 
our sister Republic in the restoration ol or- 
der and security. As a matter ot course, 
the Government of Mexico will bo expected 
to incur all expenses ol such an enterprise. 
She has abundant resume s lor this as well 
as to secure us lor whatever guarantees it 
might he wise for us to give lor the payment 
il debts justly duo lingland and France, 
which were made a pretext for the second iti<- 
vasion of her soil. Payments o! thoso debts 
cannot, of course, include tiioso ol the Em- 
pire, which we have never acknowledged and 
lor which no valid claim on the custom to ho 
collected at Mexican ports already pledged 
lo foreign powers anil which would be iraus- 
lerred to the United States. 

The Times' Washington special saye, 
Lewis D. Campbell, Minister to Mexico, has 
left Washington, with Instructions acorodited 
to the Juarez Government. 

The French evacuation will commence 
next month and bo completed by the 1st ol 
January. Our Government will extend a pro- 
tcctorato over tho Juarez Government, which 
in return concedes lo tie United States the 
whole of Lower California, Soiiora and Chi- 
huahua. 

Sherman and Hancock aro both named to 
oommand 'be American expedition, and it is 
rumored that Sheridan has been ordered lo 
Washington, which, il trtio, may indicate him 
as the coming man. 

From privato advices from Gunymas, wo 
learn that peace aud quiet reigns in the State 
of Sonera. 

I'uaorl, tbo Indian chief who had mude his 
oaoapo nt tho time tho Trench lorces ovacu- 
utod U uaymas, bad been tukoa und shot by 



tho Liboral forces. It seems that ha, with 
some twonty others, were on board a smull 
vessel bound for Mazitlan. In tho Quit of 
California they wore met by a iarger vessel, 
with Liberal forces on board, who, taking 
them prisoners, conveyed them back when 
they woro shot. 

Tho death of Panori relieves the fears of 
the poopio of Souora from a futthar repeti- 
tion ot a aeries of assassinations. Massuor's 
and other outrages which have been commit- 
ted by tho forces ol this chief daring the 
last three yoars. Ho was a Yaaki Indian, 
had been decorated with ihenrofs of Legion 
of Honor by tbo hands ot Maximilian, lor 
services rendered in Souora to tho Imperial 
causo. lie is reported to have been a 
scourgo to humanity, no crimes being too 
infamous to be done by tho people under his 
command and bidding. 

Tho news from Mazatlan reports that the 
French are proparing (o loave. Some think 
that the evacuation will take placoon tho 5th 
of November, but no one doubts that it will 
bo effected by tho 15th of the month. 

The French commander at Mazatlan had 
sent away tho Imperial Commissioner and 
all other officials under Maximilian. Ho hud 
also sent a commissioner to Topic to ascer- 
tain if a sale passage could bo had lor the 
French troops to bo sent via San Jilas to the 
City ot Mexico, preparatory to tho with- 
drawal of (he outim force as contemplated 
by Maximilian. 

Nothing is known yet what has to bo dono 
with Acapulco, but tho general opinion is 
that its garrisson will botakeu to Manzinello, 
the latter to he abandoned. 

Tho grant for the colonization of the va- 
cant lands of Lower California to an Ameri- 
can company consisting of C K Garrison, 
Calab Gushing, Wm G Fargo, Francis Morr^ 
is, Edwaid S Sa dlord, Gou Butler, Geo 
Wilkes and others have been confirmed by 
the Juarez government, and the parties have 
received their formal orders ot possession 
through tfio Mexican Minister, at Washing- 
ton. 

Washington, Oct. 28— The Mexican Min- 
ister lias received despatches from tlioe.ly 
Puehla, Mexico, containing ofiicial report ol 
a battle at fxmuguailpan, a place of :t() 
leagues from the city of Mexico, occupied 
by Liberals. The [mperallsts were repulsed 
with the lo-s ol a legion, 20 ollieers killed 
on the spot, and retired to Intulla, leaving 
their artillery in thu hands of the Mexicans. 
1'hu ollieers who survived the battle have 
since embajked at Vera Cruz for Belgium 
Tho following is a translation ol a letter re* 
coived here to-day : — 

Vera Cruz, Oct. 12th, 18GC, 11 p. n.— 
The St. Nazaire steamer arrivod hero early 
this evening, having Gen. Castelnan on 
board. His instructions are to send to 
Franco in two detachments all French troops. 
He brings besides a message from Napo- 
leon to Maximilliun, advising him to abdi- 
cate in favor of anybody ho pleases, aud to 
go home. He is authorised to oiler Mux the 
protection of tho French Hag, with a view 
that he return in safety. Mirumon Marquis 
de Galliler, Las no mission of any kind, und 
he only comes to join his regiment and 10- 
turn to France. Gen. Bazaine came to Fuc- 
bla to meet Gen. Custelnoau. Tho general 
feels very sore against .Maximilian lor very 
discreditable reports that Carlotta has spreuu 
in Euiope. 



Kiirope. 

The Herald's Furis correspondent snys : 
Tho Empress Carlotta is insane. Duiing 
her frequent interviews with the Pope sho 
gave evidence of excited mysticism and 
piety. Hor failure with Napoleon, and tho 
pending downhill of her throne in Mexico, 
added to tho reverses ol her family in Eu- 
rope, tho humiliation of Auslri ., and the 
death of her father Leopold, has so worked 
upon her mind that, Hying to Rome, she threw 
herself at tho feet of Pius Nono, implored 
bis protection, and absolutely refused lo quit 
the Vatican. Tho Holy Father treated her 
with kindness, and invited foreign ladies ol 
distinction to remaiu with her in the place, 
whero she remained over night, contrary to 
rulo and precedent. A letter from Rome in 
the Gazette gives: further details of the sad 
affair. In her first interview with the Seven 
oign Pontiff, tho Frincess discussed with quiet 
earnestness tho question of the Concordat 
with Mexico, and insisted with much per- 
tinacity 01; obtaining concessions which were 
deemed inadmissible. Tin: lettor says all 
that wus irregular und occontric in her con- 
duct towards ihe Holy Father must be attri- 
buted to nervous excitement, from which she 
has suffered so long, and which frequently 
disturbs her reason. She went at last one 
morning, at 9 o'clock, to the Pope, without 
any previous announcement, and declared to 
him that she was tho objeel of atrocious per* 
secution, und that thero wcro designs upon 
her life. Sho slated that an alt tnpt had 
been mado lo poison her nt her lodgings, at 
the Hotel de Home, that sho did not believe 
horself safe and could not dine there. The 
Holy Father received her with fraternal 
kindness, tranquilized and reasoned with her, 
and ordered dinner surved lor her in the 
library, 111 which sho passed tho rest of the 
day. In tho evening an endeavor was made 
to get her to return to her hotel, hut sho re- 
fused, constantly repeating that she was tol- 
lowed by assassins and that bIio believed 
herself safe nowhere except in tho Vatican, 
Her rcasou again wandered, and sho eveu 
objected to swallowing a glass of water, 
fearing danger. The J'opo then ordered an 
apartment prepared for her in the palace 
wiiere she passed the night and tho following 
day, and was subsequently coniluolod to 
Tuerama. Her medical attendants hope that 
euro will restore her reason. 

The Emperor ot Austria has ordered n 
special steamer to proceed with hubto to 
Vera Cruz, but for what errand is not pub- 
licly known. It is certain, however, that the 
cable has been liberally usod to confer with 
Mexico. The must of the French give up 
the cause of Maximilian in Mexico. 

Bismarck had complained to the Austrian! 
Government that the ex-King of Hanover re 
coived too much space to ventilate his pro- 
nanoiamentos against Prussia through tho 
Vienna papers. Tho Emperor Francis 
Joseph replied that tho press is free in Aus- 
tria. 

The Italian troops entorod Verona on the 
IG1I1 hist., aud met with an enthusiastic ren 
ooption. 

London, Oct. 28— Advices from Japan aro 
conflicting, The latest report is that tho 
Tycoon's army sulfcred a heavy defeat at tho 
hands ol the insurgents, and that the Tycoon 
had abdicated. 

It is said the British Government is about 
lo ask of Parliament an incroaso of a million 
pounds sterling in the amount voted for the 
army, and a large addition to thu sum ap- 
propriated over loruier years for the navy. 

Queenstown, Oct. 27 — Tho steamship Peri 
sia from Now York tho 17th has arrivod. 

London, Oct. 27 — ft is said that tho rela- 
tions between Austria nnd Prussia aro as- 
suming a menacing character, 

The London Timet says tho Prussian 
Government is intriguing for tho further dis- 
integration of Austria. 

Paris, Oct. 27— Tho project submitted by 
Franco and England to tho Spanish Govern- 
ment for the settlement of thu Chilian diffi- 
culty has boon approved by tho Queen and 
her Ministers. 

Florence, Oct. 27— An arrival from Ciin- 
dia suyB that anothor groat battle took placo 
on tho 17th of October, and tho Greeks re- 
port that tho 'Pinkish army writ! repulsed. 

The London Star o'' a lalo date says Col.

Australia. 

Advices from tho Atlantic Stales announce 
tho total lo3s ol the British bark Belllissama, 
henco for Sydney, February 15th; Sho was 
driven on tho reef at tho north-west side of 
the Island of Omahi. Tho Bolltissama had 
11,000 sacks of wheal, valued at $32,700. 
The cargo was fully insured in Australia.

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The Fur Trade. — The Now York Ship* 
ping List, of the 13th ult., says : We havo 
received by ocean telegraph the report of tho 
sales of the Hudson Bay Company and 0. 
M. Lampion & Co., in London, September, 
I860, as follows ; MiDks, musquash and fish- 
ers sold nt old prices. The following declined 
from last sales : Martins and otters, 10 per 
cent. ; beaver, 15 ; bours, 20 ; red foxes and 
racoons, 30 ; nnd opossums, 40. Our price 
list must necessarily bo nominal till full ad- 
vices arrive by mail, and probably till after 
tho closo of the Leipsio Fair ; but, taking 
into consideration the war aud its effects in 
Europe, the London sales havo been wonder- 
lully good. Tho exporters feared a general 
decline of at least 50 per cent. The quantity 
of raw furs hero is unusually small, confirm- 
ing our prediction mode early in tho yoar ; 
and if our manufacturers, who have mndo 
up comparatively few goods (from fear of 
cholera), should have a lair trado (and tliero 
is every indication of a good one, though 
later than last year), tliero will not bo enough 
raw furs lor their wants, nnd prices will, 
therefore, be vert apt to advance, Tho ngen 
of the Hudson Bay Company at Montrea 
advertises an auction sale ol 9,000 mink, to 
lako place tliero on tho Mth iusl. ; but by 
another advertisement be postpones that sale, 
without giving a reason or fixing a new date. 
That Company's minks having realized last 
year's prices in London, the almost natural 
Conclusion is that the 9,000 skins are likely 
to bo sent to London, or have been bought at 
private sales by sorno ono of our largo doul* 
ers. — Alta, Oct. 21!.

When the dredging 
operations now being prosecuted at Grey* 
town aro completed the whole of tho Cen- 
tral American Transit boats will bo brought 
on tho Nicaragua line.
